Helms  Campaign  Sets  Tone 


Carolinians  Under 


Homophobic  Attack

CHAPEL  HILL,  NC  —  About 
400  people  protested  recent  in¬ 
cidents  of  homophobia  and  anti¬ 
gay  bigotry  in  the  Triangle  area  by 
gathering  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  (UNC)  for  a 
candlelight  vigil  on  October  24, 
following  a  concert  on  campus  by 
feminist  singer  Holly  Near. 

The  vigil  was  organized  by  an  ad 
hoc  committee  of  about  30  gay  and 
straight  people  who  have  met  to 
map  their  response  to  an  escalating 
campaign  of  harassment  and 
threats  to  gay  people  related  to  the 
Jesse  Helms-Jim  Hunt  race  for 
Helms’  seat  in  the  U.S.  Senate. 
Within  the  past  few  weeks,  81  let¬ 
ters  paid  for  by  a  group  called 
Southern  Christians  for  Helms 
were  sent  to  Triangle  area 
educators.  The  letters  called  on 
them  to  remove  from  “book¬ 
shelves,  textbooks  and  teachings” 
the  writings  of  such  “crazed 
homosexuals”  as  Homer,  Sappho, 
Horace,  Shakespeare,  Sartre  and 
Eleanor  Roosevelt. 

A  second  letter,  mailed  ten  days 
after  the  first,  was  received  by 
University  of  North  Carolina 
President  William  Friday,  seven 
deans  and  department  heads,  and 
29  faculty  members  at  the  school. 
In  the  second  letter,  Southern 
Christians  for  Helms  threatened  to 
publish  a  list  of  supposedly  gay 
and  lesbian  faculty  and  staff,  and 
demanded  that  all  university 
employees  be  given  lie  detector 
tests  to  prove  their  heterosexuali¬ 
ty.  The  letter  also  alleged  that 
students  had  been  sexually 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  —  A 
rally  protesting  the  closure  of  the 
San  Francisco  baths  in  Harvey 
Milk  Plaza  on  October  29  at¬ 
tracted  between  350  and  500  peo¬ 
ple.  The  rally  was  organized  by  the 
Committee  to  Preserve  Our  Sexual 
and  Civil  Liberties,  a  coalition  of 
individuals  and  groups  who  op¬ 
pose  the  bathhouse  closure,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Lesbian/Gay  Labor 
Alliance,  the  Alice  B.  Toklas 
Democratic  Club,  Concerned 
Republicans  for  Individual  Rights, 
Stonewall  Democratic  Club,  Bay 
Area  Physicians  for  Human 
Rights,  and  the  Golden  Gate 
Business  Association. 

Vince  Quackenbush,  the  chair¬ 
person  of  the  rally,  told  GCN  the 
purpose  was  to  educate  the  gay 
community  about  the  civil  liberties 
implications  of  the  closure.  “We 
find  a  lot  of  gay  people  who  think 
we  should  close  the  bathhouses. 
[The  rally  was  to]  address  the  gay 
community,  to  make  them  under¬ 
stand  what  is  at  stake.  It’s  the 
ramifications  we  want  to  educate 
people  about.  The  bathhouses 
have  been  ruled  to  be  private 
places  so  what  does  that  mean? 
Next  they  can  go  into  bars  and 
bedrooms.” 

Spinstar,  another  organizer  of 
the  rally,  agreed  that  the  closure  is 
a  civil  rights  issue  and  said  that  is 
the  prevailing  sentiment  in  the  San 
Francisco  community.  However, 
one  person  with  whom  GCN 
spoke,  who  preferred  to  remain 
unnamed,  said  the  rally  was  poorly 
attended  in  spite  of  highly  visible 
publicity  because  “the  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  people  don’t  go  to  the 
baths  and  don’t  care.” 


harassed  by  gay  professors. 

And  in  the  weeks  preceding 
receipt  of  the  two  letters,  the  pub¬ 
lisher  of  a  Chatham  County,  N.C. 
newspaper,  the  Landmark,  threat¬ 
ened  to  publish  the  names  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians  in  the  state, 
names  it  would  glean  from  The 
Front  Page,  the  state’s  gay  paper. 
Although  Bob  Windsor,  Land¬ 
mark  publisher,  has  never  carried 
out  that  threat,  Triangle  gay  ac¬ 
tivist  Joe  Herzenberg  told  GCN 
that  young  people  and  women  in 
the  area  were  especially  in¬ 
timidated  by  the  threat. 

This  recent  harassment  of  gay 
men  and  lesbians  is  set  against  the 
backdrop  of  the  neck-and-neck 
Helms-Hunt  race  for  Senate. 
From  the  outset  of  his  campaign, 
says  Herzenberg,  Jesse  Helms  has 
attacked  Gov.  Jim  Hunt  for  hav¬ 
ing  gay  support  and  accepting 
campaign  contributions  from  gay 
and  lesbian  organizations. 
Herzenberg  noted,  “It’s  a  peculiar 
tactic  because  it  drives  gay  people 
to  Hunt.”  He  said,  though,  that 
with  the  rabidly  rightwing  Jesse 
Helms  attacking  gay  people, 
“Hunt  wouldn’t  have  to  be  very 
good  to  get  the  support  of  people 
interested  in  gay  rights.” 

Although  direct  links  between 
Bob  Windsor’s  Landmark, 
Southern  Christians  for  Helms 
and  the  Helms  campaign  are  diffi¬ 
cult  to  pinpoint,  many  people  have 
noted  that  the  Helms  campaign’s 
queerbaiting  of  Hunt  has  set  a  tone 
encouraging  of  groups  like 
Southern  Christians  for  Helms. 


Spinstar  said  that  sentiment  in 
support  of  the  baths  and  their 
owners  is  “not  all  that  strong,  but 
fear  about  the  implications  [of  the 
government  stepping  in  to  close 
them]  is  quite  high  . . .  The  way  the 
community  is  responding  is  com¬ 
plex,”  he  said.  “It’s  not  a  simple 
solution.  There  is  a  lot  in  between 
the  two  extreme  positions.  [For  ex¬ 
ample],  I  think  we  should  take  a 
hard  line  against  the  bathhouses 
which  don’t  provide  education.” 

On  October  9,  Mervyn  Silver- 
man,  the  director  of  the  city’s 
public  health  department,  made 
his  long-awaited  announcement  to 
close  14  of  the  city’s  30  commer¬ 
cial  sex  establishments.  In  his 
statement  announcing  closure, 
Silverman  said,  “The  places  that  I 
have  ordered  closed  today  have 
continued  in  the  face  of  this 
epidemic  to  provide  an  environ¬ 
ment  which  encourages  and 
facilitates  the  multiple  unsafe  sex 
contacts  which  are  an  important 
factor  in  the  spread  of  this  deadly 
disease.  When  activities  are  proven 
to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  con¬ 
tinue  to  take  place  in  a  community 
setting,  the  health  department  has 
a  duty  to  intercede  and  halt  the 
operation  of  such  businesses. 
Make  no  mistake  about  it,  these  14 
establishments  are  not  fostering 
any  gay  liberation.  They  are 
fostering  disease  and  death.” 

A  spokesperson  for  the  bath 
owners,  Sal  Accardi,  told  GCN 
the  owners  complied  with  all  the 
conditions  set  down  previously  by 
Silverman,  but  the  issue  had  come 
down  to  whether  there  could  be 
any  sexual  activity  on  the 
premises.  Accardi  said  the  baths 


In  a  leaflet  distributed  to  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  October  24  UNC 
vigil,  the  organizing  committee 
said,  “Senator  Helms  has  dis¬ 
avowed  Southern  Christians  for 
Helms,  yet  both  the  Republican 
Party  in  North  Carolina  and  the 
Congressional  Club  have  helped 
fund  an  anti-gay  campaign.  The 
North  Carolina  Republican  Plat¬ 
form  calls  homosexuality  a  ‘sex¬ 
ually  perverted  activity’  for  which 
it  expresses  its  ‘disgust.’  Helms’ 
campaign  manager  Claude  Allen 
scornfully  talks  about  Jim  Hunt’s 
support  from  ‘queers.’  Helms  and 
the  Republicans  appeal  to  what  is 
worst  in  people,  then  shrug  off 
responsibility  when  the  worst 
emerges.” 

Claude  Allen,  Helms  press 
secretary,  told  reporters  there  is  no 
connection  between  the  Helms 
campaign  and  the  Southern  Chris¬ 
tians  for  Helms.  “The  Helms  for 
Senate  does  not  sanction  or  sup¬ 
port  these  actions,”  Allen  said. 
“We  repudiate  the  letter  and  the 
people  who  designed  [it].” 

Herzenberg  and  Mab  Segrest,  a

encouraged  safe  sex  but  refused  to 
“be  wardens,  spying  on  individual 
rooms.”  He  said  Silverman  was  ef¬ 
fectively  asking  for  abstinence,  a 
position  which  Accardi  termed 
“homophobic.” 

Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  who 
has  been  quoted  on  numerous  oc¬ 
casions  calling  for  the  closure  of 
the  sex  establishments,  called 


Triangle  area  teacher,  writer  and 
local  activist,  both  identified 
Windsor’s  Landmark  as  a  vehicle 
for  his  homophobia  and  hatred  for 
Jim  Hunt.  Although  it  carries  ad¬ 
vertising  for  Republican  can¬ 
didates,  the  Helms  campaign  no 
longer  places  ads  in  the  Land¬ 
mark,  according  to  Herzenberg. 
He  and  Segrest  are  both  hopeful 
that  the  Landmark  will  go  out  of 
business  after  Election  Day, 
especially  in  light  of  its  special  mis¬ 
sion  to  defeat  Hunt. 

But  Segrest  posited  another  ex¬ 
planation  for  this  wave  of 
homophobia  in  North  Carolina. 
She  said  that  there  has  been  gay 
organizing  to  repeal  North 
Carolina’s  “crimes  against 
nature”  law  which  criminalizes 
gay  sex,  a  repeal  to  be  considered 
by  the  state’s  lawmakers  in 
February  1985. 

She  suggested,  “A  lot  of  this  is 
actually  a  backlash  against  the  ef¬ 
fort  to  get  the  [sodomy]  law 
dropped  out  of  the  criminal  code. 
My  sense  is  that  if  that  fight  con¬ 
tinues,  it’s  going  to  carry  over  into 


Silverman’s  order  “an  appropriate 
step  to  protect  the  public  health.” 
She  said  it  is  not  a  civil  rights  issue, 
but  a  medical  one. 

Silverman  sent  four  undercover 
inspectors  into  the  establishments 
in  September  and  was  quoted  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chronicle  as 
saying  “they  observed  sharing  of 
bodily  fluids  and  multiple  sex  con- 


February  at  least  and  whatever  the 
New  Right  agenda  is  for  gay  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  whole  country,  we’ll  pro¬ 
bably  get  it  tried  out  on  us  here.” 

Segrest  said  the  letters  and 
Windsor’s  threat  to  publish  the 
names  of  gay  people  in  his  paper 
have  stirred  up  fears  of  a  gay  and 
lesbian  holocaust.  She  ac¬ 
knowledged  that  “It’s  difficult  to 
sort  through  that  and  figure  out 
what  is  just  paranoia.  But  it’s  not 
just  a  crazy  man  in  Chatham 
County,  it’s  a  U.S.  Senator  who 
has  access  to  millions  of  dollars 
and  can  go  to  El  Salvador  and  help 
them  set  up  rightwing  parties.” 

Governor  Jim  Hunt,  portrayed 
by  the  Helms  campaign  as  a  cham¬ 
pion  of  gay  rights,  has  gone  on 
record  opposing  repeal  of  the 
North  Carolina  sodomy  law. 
Nevertheless,  in  two  of  the  four 
debates  between  Helms  and  Hunt, 
Helms  has  said  that  Hunt  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  “people  like  Joe 
Herzenberg,  Lightening  Brown 
and  Virginia  Apuzzo.”  Helms  did 
not  identify  Herzenberg,  Brown 
Continued  on  page  6

While  all  the  establishments 
closed  briefly,  twelve  of  the  four¬ 
teen  re-opened,  defying  the  health 
department  order,  Silverman  then 
went  to  court  to  get  a  temporary 
injunction  to  keep  the  baths  closed 
until  the  matter  could  be  heard  in 
court. 

The  injunction  was  granted  on 
October  15  by  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court  Judge  William 
Mullins  who  also  rejected  amicus 
briefs  filed  by  the  ACLU,  Bay 
Area  Lawyers  for  Individual 
Freedom  (BALIF)  and  Bay  Area 
Physicians  for  Human  Rights 
(BAPHR).  Mullins  said  their  civil 
rights  interests  were  not  relevant  to 
the  case  which  he  sees  as  medical. 
The  matter  will  receive  a  full  hear¬ 
ing  with  bathhouse  lawyers  squar¬ 
ing  off  against  the  city  on 
November  8. 

According  to  BALIF  attorney 
Roberta  Achtenberg,  the  three 
groups  will  seek  an  intervention 
order  allowing  them  to  enter  the 
case  on  behalf  of  bathhouse 
patrons.  Achtenberg  said  they  will 
argue  that  the  patrons’  interests 
a  need  to  be  represented  in  the  case. 
3-  Specifically,  she  said,  the  patrons’ 
freedom  of  association  and  rights 
to  privacy  have  been  violated.  The 
brief  will  include  a  paper  by  gay 
historian,  Allen  Berube, 
documenting  the  political 
significance  of  the  baths  to  gay 
culture. 

Openly  gay  city  supervisor 
Harry  Britt  has  said  the  matter 
must  now  be  allowed  to  run  its 
course  in  the  courts.  In  the  past,

delete  those  queers 

HARRISBURG,  PA  —  A  newly  formed  group  called 
Citizens  Who  Care  (CWC)  will  attempt  to  replace  by 
petition  or  referendum  their  city’s  law  protecting  gay 
men  and  lesbians  from  discrimination,  according  to 
Philadelphia’s  Gay  News. 

The  group’s  chairman,  Rev.  Edgar  B.  Murphy  III, 
told  the  Gay  News  that  his  organization  hopes  to 
replace  Harrisburg’s  Ordinance  8  with  a  “human 
rights  ordinance”  that  does  not  mention  sexual 
preference  because  “we  feel  no  one  should  have 
special  privileges  because  of  sexual  preference.” 
Murphy’s  ordinance  would  cover  all  other  categories 
included  in  the  ordinance,  passed  by  the  Harrisburg 
City  Council  in  March  1983. 

Murphy  said  his  group  formed  in  the  middle  of 
August  after  the  City  Council  passed  a  proclamation 
which  designated  August  24  as  Gay  Pride  Day.  “Two 
ladies  and  myself  who  had  written  letters  to  the  [local 
paper]  got  together.  We  prayed  and  we  decided  to 
start  the  group,”  said  Murphy. 

One  gay  activist  in  the  area  said  he  didn’t  an¬ 
ticipate  the  council  “would  back  down”  on  Ordinance 
8.  But  if  the  question  takes  the  form  of  a  ballot 
referendum,  Roger  Beattty  said  Harrisburg’s  gay  men 
and  lesbians  will  “need  to  broaden  our  base  [of  sup¬ 
port]  because  if  it  becomes  the  community  versus 
gays  and  lesbians,  we  won't  get  anywhere.” 


gay  man  wins  custody  fight 

SAN  DIEGO  —  A  gay  father  won  custody  of  his 
13-year-old  son  on  October  23,  ending  a  19-month  bat¬ 
tle  with  the  boy’s  fundamentalist  Christian  mother, 
according  to  the  Los  Angeles  Daily  Journal. 

Superior  Court  Judge  Judith  McConnell  upheld  a 
1982  ruling  which  awarded  custody  of  Brian  Batey  to 
his  father,  Frank  Batey.  The  boy’s  mother,  Betty  Lou 
Batey,  hid  Brian  for  19  months  because  she  believes 
that  homosexuality  is  a  sin.  Betty  Lou  Batey  now  faces 
four  counts  of  contempt  stemming  from  her  flight 
with  Brian  from  San  Diego  to  Denver,  Colorado. 

Frank  Batey  is  a  former  member  of  a  fundamen¬ 
talist  church  and  one-time  Salvation  Army  cadet.  He 
said  he  left  the  church  in  part  because  of  its  teaching 
against  homosexuality. 


no  action  on  firemen’s  rampage 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Five  city  firemen  have  been 
identified  as  suspects  in  a  violent  brawl  at  a  gay 
restaurant  on  October  20,  according  to  the  Bay  Area 
Reporter.  But  police  called  to  the  scene  refused  to 
enter  the  restaurant  and  did  not  make  any  arrests  in 
connection  with  the  firemen’s  attack  on  a  straight 
patron  of  the  Casa  de  Cristal.  As  of  October  25,  no 
charges  had  been  filed. 

Witnesses  said  the  firemen  let  loose  a  string  of 
invectives  at  customers  and  staff,  but  directed 
especially  vicious  harassment  at  customer  Bill 
Moore,  a  straight  man  at  an  adjoining  table.  When  the 
owner  asked  the  firemen  to  leave,  they  called  Moore 
“a  fucking  pansy"  on  their  way  out,  a  remark  Moore 
challenged.  The  firemen  attacked  Moore,  wreaking 
havoc  in  the  dining  room.  Waiters  pulled  Moore  away 
from  the  firemen,  but  they  attacked  him  again,  throw¬ 
ing  glasses  and  dishes  to  the  floor. 

Several  minutes  after  the  firemen  left  the  res¬ 
taurant  and  retreated  to  the  nearby  firehouse,  the 
police  arrived  and  refused  to  enter  the  restaurant  to 
survey  the  damage.  Moore  insisted  that  the  police 
take  him  to  the  firehouse  to  point  out  his  attackers. 
Moore  reported  that  the  police  only  reluctantly 
agreed  to  accompany  him  and  refused  to  arrest  or 
question  one  of  his  assailants.  Moore  also  said  a  nas¬ 
ty  exchange  with  another  fireman  nearly  led  to  a  third 
assault  on  him,  but  police  restrained  the  fireman. 

Assistant  Fire  Chief  Oliver  Storti  told  the  Bay 
Area  Reporter  that  the  firemen  had  been  identified 
and  they  would  be  making  statements  to  the  police. 
Storti  said  the  incident  would  be  investigated  but 
declined  to  reveal  the  names  of  the  firemen. 


aids  action  block  grant 

BOSTON  —  The  AIDS  Action  Committee  (AAC) 
will  be  feted  at  an  awards  ceremony  in  connection 
with  a  $40,000  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
awarded  to  it  for  fiscal  year  1984.  The  ceremony, 
which  was  to  have  taken  place  on  November  1,  will  be 
rescheduled  so  that  Councillor  David  Scondras  can 
attend.  He  was  out  of  the  country  on  November  1. 

The  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employ¬ 
ment  Agency  (NDEA)  awarded  the  grant  to  AAC,  com¬ 
mencing  July  1,  1984,  and  ending  June  30,  1985.  The 
funds  will  underwrite  some  of  AAC’s  operating  ex¬ 
penses,  its  newsletter  and  temporary  housing  for  peo¬ 
ple  with  AIDS. 

According  to  Cindy  Robinson  of  the  NDEA,  90 
human  service  agencies  in  Boston  received  block 
grants  this  year.  The  AAC  grant  was  made  after  com¬ 
peting  proposals  were  evaluated  by  20  independent 
readers.  Robinson  said  the  grants  are  awarded  to 
qualified  community  groups  that  might  not  be  funded 
by  other  agencies.  She  noted  that  the  AIDS  Action 
Committee  is  the  only  agency  like  it  in  the  city.

radclyffe  hail  memorial  fund 

LONDON  —  Two  English  women  have  organized 
a  campaign  to  raise  funds  to  restore  the  burial  site  of 
lesbian  author  Radclyffe  Hall.  In  1928,  Hall  wrote  the 
lesbian  classic  The  Well  of  Loneliness,  an  impas¬ 
sioned  plea  for  society’s  understanding  for  gay  men 
and  lesbians.  The  book  was  banned  as  obscene  in 
England,  but  was  published  in  the  U.S.  and  France 
and  has  never  been  out  of  print  since. 

Hall  died  in  1943  and  was  interred  in  the  Lebanon 
Circle  in  Highgate  Cemetery  alongside  Mabel 
Veronica  Batten,  her  first  lover.  Una,  Lady  Troubridge, 
with  whom  Hall  lived  for  30  years,  died  and  was  buried 
in  Italy. 

In  a  pamphlet  published  by  the  organizers  of  the 
Radclyffe  Hall  Memorial  Fund,  Marya  Burrell  and 
Monica  Still  describe  Batten’s  and  Hall’s  vault  as 
badly  crumbling  and  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a 
1965  vandalization.  The  iron  doors  were  broken  and 
the  coffin  lids  damaged  in  the  attack.  Work  to  prevent 
seepage  of  water  through  the  roof  is  required,  as  well 
as  repair  of  the  damages.

native  health  writer  resigns 

NEW  YORK  —  James  D’Eramo,  New  York  Native 
science  editor,  resigned  his  post  with  the  paper  effec¬ 
tive  September  28,  according  to  the  Long  Island  Con¬ 
nection.  D’Eramo  described  his  resignation  as  taking 
an  indefinite  “leave  of  absence,”  for  personal 
reasons  and  to  pursue  other  interests.  D’Eramo  holds 
a  Ph.D.  in  infectious  diseases;  he  began  writing  for 
the  paper  in  October  1982.  He  assumed  a  fulltime 
staff  position  in  May  1983. 

D’Eramo’s  coverage  of  AIDS  and  other  health 
issues  won  high  praise  from  many  readers  of  the 
paper.  Rodger  McFarlane  of  the  Gay  Men’s  Health 
Crisis  said  that  D’Eramo  has  “continued  to  ferret  out 
information  when  the  scientists  involved  have  failed 
to  communicate  it  to  those  who  need  it.  Jim  can  take 
credit  for  saving  a  lot  of  lives.” 


good  will  for  sale 

EAST  LOS  ANGELES  —  The  Adolph  Coors  Co., 
maker  of  boycotted  beer,  has  apparently  purchased 
the  cooperation  of  the  National  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Colored  People  (NAACP)  and  some 
Hispanic  groups,  all  former  advocates  of  the  seven- 
year  boycott  of  Coors  beer,  according  to  an 
Associated  Press  dispatch. 

In  an  October  19  press  conference,  a  Coors 
spokesman  announced  it  will  spend  $300  million  to 
aid  Hispanic  businesses.  On  September  18,  Coors  an¬ 
nounced  an  agreement  with  the  NAACP  to  pump  $325 
million  into  black  communities  over  the  next  five 
years. 

Hispanic,  gay  and  labor  organizations  have  boy¬ 
cotted  Coors  products  because  of  the  company’s 
racist  and  anti-gay  hiring  policies  and  support  of 
religious  right  wing  groups.  Last  March,  the  NAACP 
joined  the  boycott  after  William  K.  Coors,  a  Coors  ex¬ 
ecutive,  said  that  blacks  in  Zimbabwe  “lacked  the  in¬ 
tellectual  capacity”  to  manage  their  financial  affairs. 

A  spokesman  for  the  AFL-CIO  said  the  agree¬ 
ment  was  another  effort  by  Coors  to  “buy  their  way” 
into  minority  markets  and  will  have  “no  impact”  on 
the  boycott  against  Coors,  the  country's  fifth  largest 
brewery.

deaf  students  win  school’s  recognition 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  An  administrator  at 
Gallaudet  College,  the  nation’s  only  liberal  arts  col¬ 
lege  for  the  deaf,  granted  official  recognition  to  the 
school’s  gay  and  lesbian  student  group,  overruling 
the  student  government's  earlier  denial  of  the  group’s 
request,  according  to  the  Washington  Blade. 

Allen  Sussman,  the  dean  of  student  affairs, 
decided  in  favor  of  the  Lambda  Society  after  he  was 
unable  to  persuade  the  Student  Body  Congress  to 
reverse  its  decision.  The  Congress  voted  twice,  in 
March  and  April,  to  deny  official  status  to  the  Lambda 
Society.  The  gay/lesbian  group  may  now  send  a  repre¬ 
sentative  to  the  Student  Body  Congress,  and  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  campus  facilities,  college  loans  and  other 
privileges. 

The  Lambda  Society,  with  30-50  members,  has 
struggled  for  most  of  the  year  to  gain  recognition  and 
has  been  the  target  of  anti-gay  hostility  much  of  the 
time.  Last  month,  three  students  attended  a  Lambda 
Society  meeting  and  harassed  its  members.  The  Oc¬ 
tober  5  edition  of  the  school’s  newspaper,  the  Buff 
and  Blue,  included  an  editorial  encouraging  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Body  Congress  to  refuse  to  seat  a  Lambda 
Society  representative.  Sussman  told  the  Blade  the 
Congress  does  not  have  that  option. 

Lambda  Society  president  Charisse  Heine  told 
the  Blade  she  plans  to  frame  Sussman’s  letter  of 
recognition  to  the  group.  “It’s  been  about  three  year’s 
work  on  this,”  she  said. 
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50  Attend  Boston  Outdoor  Sex  Forum

BOSTON  —  Approximately  50 
people  attended  a  forum  on  Oc¬ 
tober  23  to  discuss  recent  harass¬ 
ment  and  arrests  by  Massachusetts 
police  of  gav  men  cruising  in  local 
parklands  and  highway  rest  areas. 
The  forum,  co-sponsored  by  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  (GLAD)  and  the 
Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political 
Alliance,  featured  presentations 
from  a  panel  of  attorneys,  local  ac¬ 
tivists  and  two  gay  men  who 
described  their  own  experiences  of 
being  arrested. 

“It’s  been  very  difficult  for  the 
gay  community  to  have  a  united 
political  response”  to  the  arrests, 
said  Eric  Rofes,  chairperson  of  the 
Alliance,  noting  that  some  gay 
people  viewed  the  police  action  as 
harassment,  while  others  main¬ 
tained  that  gay  men  were  at  fault 
for  behaving  improperly  and 
violating  the  law.  Speaking  for 
himself,  Rofes  said  he  was  “con¬ 
cerned  about  politicians  getting  in¬ 
volved  and  regulating  consensual 
sexual  activity,  ever.” 

Rofes  criticized  police  for  con¬ 
centrating  on  such  arrests  while 
failing  to  address  the  problems  of 
violent  crime.  “1  don’t  think  peo¬ 


ple  should  be  cracking  down  on 
homosexuals  or  heterosexuals  who 
are  making  love  in  public  places,” 
Rofes  said.  “That  seems  to  be  say¬ 
ing  sex  is  the  issue,  not  violence.” 

“Larry,”  a  man  who  was  ar¬ 
rested  last  summer  in  the  Blue 
Hills  Reservation,  located  just 
south  of  Boston,  said  he  was  ar¬ 
rested  by  police  making  a  con¬ 
certed  effort  to  locate  gay  men  in 
remote  areas. 

“1  met  a  gentleman  and  w'e 
decided  to  have  a  romantic  inter¬ 
lude  in  as  remote  a  space  as  we 
could,”  he  said.  “The  police  ap¬ 
parently  saw  two  cars  unattended 
in  the  parking  lot  and  went  looking 
for  us.” 

Jan  Platner,  a  local  attorney 
who  has  defended  many  gay  men 
in  such  circumstances,  noted  that 
often  because  “the  fear  of  publici¬ 
ty  is  greater  than  the  fear  of  con¬ 
viction,”  gay  men  arrested  for 
outdoor  sex  cannot  defend  them¬ 
selves  in  court.  “Once  a  person  is 
arrested,”  Platner  said,  “he  has 
already  lost.  There  are  lots  of  peo¬ 
ple  like  Larry  who  are  willing  to 
contest  it  and  take  that  on,  but  for 
most  people  that  is  just  not  possi¬ 
ble.” 


One  man  in  the  audience  claimed 
the  gay  men  in  the  rest  areas  were 
the  cause  of  the  problem.  “Some 
of  the  gays  are  getting  very  aggres¬ 
sive,”  he  said.  “If  there’s  a  guy 
with  his  wife  and  kids,  they’ll  at¬ 
tack  him....  Some  of  these  guys  are 
at  fault.” 

Rofes  stressed  the  need  for  peo¬ 
ple  arrested  to  be  aware  of  GLAD 
and  the  existence  of  gay  attorneys 
w'ith  experience  in  such  cases. 
And,  noting  that  political  pressure 
can  be  brought  to  bear  on  police 
and  district  attorneys,  Rofes  called 
for  “a  committee  of  people  who 
would  work  on  this  matter  on  an 
ongoing  basis.” 

Charlie  Maplethorpe,  a  man 
who  was  arrested  two  years  ago  as 
he  took  pictures  of  police  making 
arrests  outside  a  Boston  gay  bar, 
cautioned  against  talking  to  politi¬ 
cians  exclusively  about  incidents 
involving  gay  men.  Police  harrass- 
ment,  Maplethorpe  noted,  doesn’t 
affect  just  gay  men,  “it  affects 
blacks,  it  affects  Hispanics,  it  af¬ 
fects  poor  people.  In  Roxbury  they 
have  drug  sweeps  where  they  stop 
people  for  ID  for  no  reason....  The 
solution  is  institutional.” 


AIDS  Researcher 
Wins  Eviction  Battle

NEW  YORK  —  A  Greenwich 
Village  co-op  board’s  year-long 
court  battle  to  evict  a  doctor  who 
treats  persons  with  AIDS  ended  in 
defeat  on  October  17,  due  to  the 
efforts  of  a  gay  rights  group  and 
the  New  York  state  attorney 
general’s  office. 

The  board,  representing  the 
tenants  of  49  W.  12th  St.,  told  Dr. 
Joseph  A.  Sonnabend  last  year 
that  the  tenants  wanted  him  out  of 
their  building  because  of  concern 
for  their  health  and  the  lowering  of 
property  values  of  their  apart¬ 
ments  due  to  AIDS  patients  enter¬ 
ing  his  office. 

Sonnabend,  a  microbiologist 
and  the  occupant  of  the  ground 
floor  office  since  1977,  consulted 
his  lawyer,  William  Hipsher,  of 
the  New  York  law  firm  Teitelbaum 
and  Hiller.  Hipsher  is  also  a  board 
member  of  the  Lambda  Legal 
Defense  and  Education  Fund,  the 
-organization  which  took  the  case 
to  court  and  succeeded  in  blocking 
the  eviction  with  a  temporary 
restraining  order.  The  order  was 
issued  on  October  14,  1983,  by  the 


New  York  State  Supreme  Court  in 
Manhattan. 

Sonnabend  had  no  quarrel  with 
the  board’s  right  to  evict  him. 
“But  the  mistake  they  made,”  said 
Sonnabend,  “was  to  say  it  was 
over  AIDS.” 

Then  it  became  a  case  of 
discrimination,  said  Hipsher, 
“against  a  population  that  is  really 
more  deserving  of  people’s 
compassion  and  help.  I  think  that 
all  people  know  that  very  often 
discrimination  against  people  with 
AIDS  is  another  form  of  dis¬ 
crimination  against  gay  people.” 

In  New  York  state,  there  is  no 
law  prohibiting  discrimination 
against  people  because  of  sexual 
orientation;  however,  Lambda 
used  a  provision  of  the  state’s 
human  rights  law  protecting 
disabled  people  from  discrimina¬ 
tion  as  the  basis  for  their  lawsuit. 

“Five  of  Sonnabend’s 
patients,”  said  Hipsher,  “joined 
in  the  lawsuit  for  legal  reasons.  We 
were  concerned  that  since  Dr.  Son¬ 
nabend  is  not  himself  a  disabled 
person,  the  defendant  might  take 


the  position  that  [Sonnabend] 
could  no't  raise  the  disability 
statute  in  support  of  his  legal  posi¬ 
tion.” 

With  the  patients  as  co¬ 
plaintiffs,  continued  Hipsher, 
“they  could  say  they  are  disabled 
persons,  and  they  are  potentially 
being  discriminated  against  by  the 
building’s  decision.”  Two  of  the 
five  patients  have  since  died  of  the 
disease. 

In  the  court  settlement,  Sonna¬ 
bend  was  awarded  $10,000  in 
damages  and  a  new  one-year  lease. 
The  co-op  must  also  pay  $1000  in 
legal  costs  to  State  Attorney 
General  Robert  Abrams’  office, 
which  acted  as  Lambda’s  co¬ 
counsel. 

Hipsher  sees  the  settlement  as  a 
landmark  case  that  “projects  a 
very  strong  image  on  the  part  of 
those  who  protect  the  rights  of 
these  citizens.” 

He  continued:  “It’s,  to  our 
knowledge,  the  first  litigation 
brought  in  connection  with  alleged 
discrimination  against  people  with

Anti-Molestation  Group 
Comes  To  Cambridge

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  A  thou¬ 
sand  leaflets  were  posted  around 
local  neighborhoods,  but  only  half 
a  dozen  people  turned  out  for  a 
presentation  by  Society’s  League 
Against  Molestation  (SLAM)  held 
at  the  Cambridge  Public  Library 
on  October  25.  Lieutenant  George 
Donovan  of  the  Cambridge  Police 
Department  and  Nancy  Lust  of  the 
Middlesex  County  District  At¬ 
torney’s  Victim/Witness  Service 
Bureau  joined  two  women  from 
the  North  Shore  chapter  of  SLAM 
for  presentations  and  a  screening 
of  a-film,  “The  Pedophile.” 

Mary  Ellen  Arbogast,  chapter 
president  of  SLAM,  began  the 
meeting  with  a  description  of  the 
group’s  origins.  SLAM,  she  said, 
was  founded  in  1980  by  the  grand¬ 
mother  of  a  California  girl  who 
was  raped  and  then  murdered.  The 
girl’s  assailant  raped  and 
mutilated  139  children,  Arbogast 
said,  but  was  allowed  to  go  free 
under  California  child  abuse  laws. 

More  recently,  Arbogast  said,  a 
three-year-old  girl  she  knows  was 
raped  by  a  psychologist.  “There 


was  nothing  she  could  do  about 
it,”  Arbogast  said,  because  of  the 
“devastating  laws  in  Massachu¬ 
setts....  I  started  the  SLAM 
organization  with  the  hopes  of  get¬ 
ting  some  legislative  enforcement 
that  would  hopefully  make  some 
law  that  would  give  people  more 
protection.” 

“The  Pedophile,”  a  film  by  Sid 
Davis  Productions  of  Santa 
Monica,  California,  was  a  docu- 
drama  made  in  a  style  similar  to 
the  1960s  television  series  “Drag¬ 
net.”  The  film,  which  appeared  to 
have  been  made  in  the  mid-1960s, 
featured  a  narrator  who  reported 
that  “The  practicing  homosexual 
is  usually  attracted  to  adolescent 
boys  and  young  men”;  that  pedo¬ 
philes  are  usually  attracted  to 
•  children  because  they  have  no 
secondary  sex  characteristics;  that 
“many  homosexuals  prefer  girls  to 
adults  of  either  sex”;  that  “senile 
men”  who  enter  their  “second 
childhood”  often  seek  children  for 
sexual  gratification;  that  “mental¬ 
ly  defective  people  are  one  of  the 
most  common  types  of  child 


molester”;  that  “some  men  in 
their  40s,  even  30s,  can’t  get 
aroused  by  a  woman  their  own 
age,”  that  such  men  are  often 
“repelled  by  women’s  breasts  and 
abundant  pubic  hair,”  and  that 
children  make  less  demanding,  less 
critical  sexual  partners  for  them; 
that  “the  true  pedophile... has 
usually  had  a  very  active  and  satis¬ 
fying  pre-pubescent  sex  life”;  and 
that  most  child  molesters  are  not 
responsible  for  their  own  emotions 
or  actions. 

In  one  dramatic  section  of  the 
film,  a  police  detective  in¬ 
vestigating  the  case  of  a  sexually- 
abused  girl  tells  another:  “I’ve 
seen  torn  rectums,  torn  vaginas.” 

“You  must  want  to  kill  the 
guys  who  do  that,”  responds  his 
partner. 

“That’s  wrong,”  says  the  first 
detective.  “They’re  sick.  They 
don’t  have  control  over  their  own 
emotions.” 

The  first  detective  also  tells  his 
partner  that  “most  molesters  seem 
to  be  natural  child  psychologists.

BLGPA/GLAD  Entrapment  Forum 


Arizona  Students 
Zero-Funded 


TEMPE,  AZ  —  The  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Academic  Union  (LG 
AU)  at  Arizona  State  Universi¬ 
ty  may  file  a  discrimination  suit 
against  ASU  Student  Life  if 
formal  protests  of  the  group’s 
zero-funding  are  unsuccessful. 

For  the  first  time  in  its 
history  as  a  recognized  campus 
organization,  the  LGAU  has 
been  denied  any  university 
funding,  according  to  Steve 
Cronk,  the  LGAU  represen¬ 
tative  to  the  budget  committee. 
At  a  preliminary  budget  hear¬ 
ing  September  22,  Cronk  was 
continually  interrupted  by  a 
senior  senator  who  asked  if  the 
LGAU  advocated  homosex¬ 
uality  as  an  acceptable  lifestyle. 
Since  the  time  left  for  Cronk’s 
testimony  was  not  sufficient  to 
explain  the  group’s  needs,  the 
budget  committee  recommend¬ 
ed  a  funding  level  of  $90  for  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  full  Senate,  con¬ 


siderably  less  than  LGAU’s  re¬ 
quest  for  the  year. 

At  the  Senate  meeting  Oc¬ 
tober  2,  President  Ray  Burnell 
said  that  he  would  refuse  to 
sign  any  bill  for  an  organization 
which  promotes  a  specific  sex¬ 
ual  orientation.  Despite  objec¬ 
tions  from  some  senators,  in¬ 
cluding  LGAU  Chair  Kim 
Hunter,  the  group’s  funding 
was  withdrawn. 

LGAU  has  lodged  a  formal 
protest  with  Student  Life,  and 
members  are  in  the  process  of 
contacting  organizations 
throughout  the  country  for  ad¬ 
vice  and  assistance.  Should 
they  be  unsatisfied  with  the 
outcome  of  the  formal  protest, 
LGAU  members  are  ready  to 
go  to  court.  Cronk  said  that 
several  lawyers  have  already 
volunteered  their  services  to  the 
group  free  of  charge.

Rosen  claims  that  Weaks’  use  of  young 
Rosen’s  photo  creates  the  false  impression  that  W  hite’s  first  person  novel 
abo.ut  a  gay  teenager  is  modeled  on  Rosen's  life.  The  suit  contends  that 
Rosen  was  “humiliated,  upset,  distressed  and  subjected  to  ridicule"  as  a 
result  of  the  photo's  use.  Although  Robert  Rosen  signed  a  release  form, 
his  attorney  claims  it  is  invalid  because  he  is  a  minor  and  “children  can¬ 
not  give  legal  consent  to  anything.”  Weaks  snapped  the  picture  of  Rosen 
while  he  strolled  along  the  beach  at  Cape  Canaveral  watching  a  space 
launch.

election  day  and 
the  doomsday 
clock 

Dear  GCN : 

Perhaps  you’ve  heard  about  the  so-called 
“doomsday  clock.”  The  clock  keeps  track  of  how 
close  the  world  is  to  nuclear  holocaust.  Whenver  a 
significant  political  or  military  event  takes  place 
on  the  world  stage,  it  is  moved  either  a  minute 
closer  to  or  further  from  the  ominous  midnight. 

There  is  no  doomsday  clock  to  monitor  the  . 
status  of  human  rights  in  this  country,  but  maybe 
there  should  be.  While  many  of  us  feel  compla¬ 
cent  as  gay  men  and  women,  believing  no  single 
event  or  person  can  have  much  impact  on  our 
freedom  to  live  our  lifestyles  free  from  social 
discrimination,  the  truth  is  that  we  are  now  ap¬ 
proaching  one  of  those  milestones  which  will 
force  an  adjustment  in  the  doomsday  clock  of  gay 
and  lesbian  rights. 

The  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  does  not 
claim  to  be  the  keeper  of  this  clock.  But  we  are 
close  observers.  Our  mission  is  to  aid  the  political 
candidacies  of  men  and  women,  Republicans  and 
Democrats,  who  have  a  commitment  to  protec¬ 
ting  the  human  and  civil  rights  of  all  people  — 
particularly  gays  and  lesbians  —  in  the  political 
and  legislative  arenas. 

As  the  1984  election  draws  nearer,  gays  across 
the  country  find  themselves  at  a  political  and 
social  milestone.  Our  growing  awareness  in  the 
public  eye,  and  the  solidification  of  our  electoral 
influence,  has  at  once  furthered  our  cause  and 
presented  it  with  its  greatest  threat.  At  one  and 
the  same  time,  our  supporters  are  becoming  more 
vocal,  our  enemies  more  vehement. 

Consider  the  role  the  issue  of  gay  rights  is  play¬ 
ing  in  these  key  races  this  year: 

—  In  Texas,  Republican  nominee  Phil  Gramm 
has  promised  to  make  his  candidacy  virtually  a 
referendum  on  the  gay  rights  issue.  Persistent  at¬ 
tacks  against  his  Democratic  challenger,  Lloyd 
Doggett,  for  seeking  and  benefitting  from  the 
support  of  the  Texas  gay  community,  have  ex¬ 
posed  that  state  to  some  of  the  harshest  and  most 
outrageous  anti-gay. rhetoric  any  of  us  have  ever 
heard  in  a  campaign  at  this  level. 

—  In  North  Carolina,  the  nationwide  conserva¬ 
tive  and  right-wing  constituency  is  backing  the  re- 
election  of  Republican  Senator  Jesse  Helms. 
Helms  is  facing  a  strong  challenge  from  Demo¬ 
cratic  Governor  Jim  Hunt.  Hysterical,  hateful 
anti-gay  language  is  being  employed  in  direct  mail 
fundraising  appeals  to  donors  across  the  country, 
using  the  issue  of  our  very  right  to  fundamental 
human  rights  as  a  rallying  cry  to  elect  a  man  who 
has  become  a  national  spokesman  for  our  repres¬ 
sion. 

—  And  in  the  presidential  campaign,  gays  are 
faced  with  an  incumbent  whose  own  views  on  gay 
rights  are  disinterested  at  best,  but  whose  ad¬ 
ministration  threatens  our  community  with  its 
responsiveness  to  the  right-wing  from  which  it 
was  created.  Through  ultra-conservative  appoint¬ 
ments  to  key  positions  from  the  Supreme  Court  to 
the  lower  echelons  of  the  federal  judicial  system, 
from  important  panels  making  policy  decisions 
on  civil  rights  to  lesser-known  positions  in  the 
bureaucracy,  a  second  Reagan  Administration  is 
almost  certain  to  set  back  our  progress  sub¬ 
stantially. 

With  gay  people  facing  crucial  tests  of  our 
strength  in  areas  ranging  from  funding  for  AIDS 
research  to  the  protection  of  our  right  to  em¬ 
ployment  and  housing,  it  is  clear  that  the  1984 
election  will  make  the  difference  between  turning 
our  doomsday  clock  forward  or  back. 

As  a  result,  your  involvement  in  the  political 
process  is  absolutely  vital  to  our  future.  If  you 
can,  volunteer  your  time  to  help  congressional 
candidates  who  support  our  rights  get  elected. 
You  can  also  contribute  money  to  their  cam- 
paings.  They  absolutely  need  it  to  get  elected.  Be 
sure  that  they  know  that  the  contribution  is  being 
made  because  of  their  support  for  gay  and  lesbian 
rights.  You  can  do  this  by  attaching  an  ap¬ 
propriate  cover  letter  or  by  sending  your  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund.  We 
will  be  sure  that  it  is  used  effectively  and  that  the 
candidate  knows  why  he  or  she  is  receiving  it.  The 
Fund,  which  has  already  become  one  of  the  na¬ 
tion’s  top  20  independent  political  action 
committees,  is  a  visible  symbol  of  our  unity  and 
our  might  in  today’s  political  arena. 

When  the  votes  are  counted  on  election  day, 
when  the  nation’s  political  agenda  is  set  for  the 
next  four  or  more  years,  it  will  be  too  late  to 
change  reality.  Today,  the  clock  is  still  ticking, 
and  it  is  up  to  us  to  see  to  it  that  if  the  ticking 
stops,  it  will  be  because  our  time  has  come.

macho  vs.  wimp 

Dear  GCN: 

It’s  been  my  impression  that  the  current 
presidential  campaign  seems  to  be  revolving  less 
around  issues  and  more  around  personae.  Ronald 
Reagan  seems  to  be  winning  as  much  on  image  as 
any  specific  issues,  his  supporters  stress  his 
strength,  his  decisiveness,  his  tough  talk  about  the 
Russians,  etc.  Walter  Mondale  is  characterized  as 
whiny  and  colorless;  more  than  that,  contrasted 
to  Reagan’s  macho  image,  is  a  poll  Johnny  Car- 
son  mentioned  by  some  group  who  were  polling 
to  select  the  top  wimp  of  the  country.  Mondale 
came  in  first.  We,  who  are  gay,  know  all  abouMhe 
macho  vs.  the  wimp  image  since  the  latter  tag  has 
been  placed  on  us  by  those  who  profess  to  be  the 
incarnation  of  the  former.  Gays  are  sissies; 
straights  are  he-men.  The  Marlboro  Man  seems  to 
be  winning  over  the  man  of  ideas,  the  compas¬ 
sionate  man,  the  man  who  cares  about  human 
and  civil  rights.  But  this  is  hardly  new.  Reagan 
doesn’t  read  books;  Mondale  does.  Reagan,  by  his 
actions,  doesn’t  give  a  damn  about  civil  or  human 
rights;  Mondale  has  a  history  of  support  and 
leadership  in  these  areas.  And  Reagan  is  ahead 
and  Mondale  is  behind.  Jerry  Falwell’s  god  sanc¬ 
tifies  the  man  who  rides  high  in  the  saddle.  Maybe 
his  god  is  a  Marlboro  man,  Mr.  Macho  Supreme. 
But  this  is  hardly  new.  What  is  new  or  a  variation 
on  the  above  are  the  expressions  of  contempt  for 
Geraldine  Ferraro  which  I’ve  heard  in  the  past 
two  weeks. 

On  Phil  Donahue’s  program,  10/3/84  (the  date 
it  was  shown  in  Boston),  Nina  May,  the  head  of  a 
“traditional”  woman’s  group  called  RENAIS¬ 
SANCE  WOMAN,  discussing  feminism  with 
Gloria  Steinem,  said  that  the  Democrats  rather 
than  nominating  Geraldine  Ferraro  for  vice  presi¬ 
dent  should  have  nominated  Jeanne  Kirkpatrick, 
the  present  U.N.  ambassador,  who  she  referred  to 
glowingly  as  “a  man’s  woman.” 

David  Brudnoy  on  his  local  talk  program, 
10/8/84  said  that  Geraldine  Ferraro  in  introduc¬ 
ing  Walter  Mondale  at  a  Columbus  Day  rally  in 
New  York  City  sounded  “like  a  bulldyke.” 

So  there  we  have  two  views  from  the  conserva¬ 
tive/right  wing  spectrum,  less  a  discussion  of 
issues  than  a  game  of  images,  pejorative  and  sex¬ 
ist.  And  they  have  a  familiar  ring  to  those  of  us 
who  are  lesbian  or  gay. 

Since  the  first  presidential  debate  and  Reagan’s 
inept  and  stumbling  presentation,  George  Will, 
another  conservative  and  commentator  on  ABC’s 
nightly  news  program,  has  said  on  10/8/84,  dur¬ 
ing  his  slotted  time  on  the  program,  that  Reagan 
must  win  the  next  debate  by  being  “more  ag¬ 
gressive”  and  not  dogging  himself  with  facts  and 
figures.  As  if  to  say,  these  are  not  the  province  of 
The  Forceful  President.  Maybe,  they  denote 
femininity.

the  rainbow 
supports  mondale 

Dear  GCN  : 

It  is  urgent  that  lesbians  and  gay  men  get  out 
and  vote  for  Mondale  and  Ferraro  on  Tuesday, 
November  6th  in  order  to  prevent  the  disasters  of 
a  second  term  under  Reagan  and  Bush.  This  is  not 
a  time  to  decide  not  to  vote  or  to  vote  for  a  third 
party  candidate.  Reagan  is  too  dangerous  and  too 
much  is  at  stake.  Some  have  tried  to  convince  us 
that  the  election  is  already  decided  and  some  have 
tried  to  convince  us  that  there  is  little  difference 
between  the  Democratic  and  Republican  can¬ 
didates.  In  fact,  elections  can  —  and  have  — 
turned  around  at  the  last  minute,  and  polls  have 
been  proven  wrong  when  election  results  are 
tallied.  We  can’t  allow  them  to  convince  us  that 
our  votes  won’t  make  a  difference.  (In  1980, 
when  Reagan  won,  almost  half  of  the  electorate 
stayed  home.)  In  spite  of  any  reservations  we 
might  have  about  Mondale  and  Ferraro  or  the 
Democratic  party,  there  are  extremely  important 
differences  between  them  and  Reagan/Bush,  dif¬ 
ferences  that  directly  affect  our  lives  as  lesbians 
and  gay  men. 

The  Democratic  platform  contains  a  plank  in 
support  of  gay  rights  while  the  Republican  plat¬ 
form  contains  a  thinly  veiled  threat  to  roll  back 
the  gains  already  achieved  for  lesbians  and  gays. 
This  stark  difference  in  the  two  platforms  alerts 
us  to  the  cold  reality  of  1984.  We  can’t  take  our 
rights  as  lesbians  and  gays  for  granted —  there  is  a 
very  real  danger  of  going  backwards.  This  should 
be  clear  to  us  by  the  rollback  of  civil  rights  protec¬ 
tion  and  the  decimation  of  the  Civil  Rights  Com¬ 
mission  under  the  Reagan  administration. 

For  most  of  the  last  30  years,  the  Supreme 
Court  has  played  an  important  role  in  supporting 
the  rights  of  individuals  and  the  rights  of  op¬ 
pressed  groups.  Recently,  however,  several 
Supreme  Court  decisions  have  taken  us  back¬ 
wards  —  narrowing  the  scope  of  civil  and  in¬ 
dividual  rights  protections.  As  the  Democratic 
Party  itself  has  said,  with  5  of  the  justices  over  75 
years  of  age,  the  next  President  will  have  the 
chance  to  “pack  the  Court  into  the  next  century.” 
If  Reagan  is  afforded  this  opportunity,  as  we  can 
see  in  his  appointment  of  Sandra  Day  O’Connor, 
prospective  justices  will  be  carefully  scrutinized 
to  make  sure  they  agree  with  crucial  aspects  of  the 
Moral  Majority  social  agenda.  Thus,  whether  it  is 
Reagan  or  Mondale  who  makes  these  appoint¬ 
ments  will  have  an  overwhelming  impact  on  the 
direction  of  civil  rights  for  many,  many  years. 

Not  only  are  our  civil  rights  at  stake  in  this 
year’s  election.  Reagan’s  budget  priorities  — 
reflecting  who  and  what  are  important  to  him  — 
are  truly  scary.  Under  Reagan  life  has  gotten 
worse  and  worse  for  many  —  especially  for  peo¬ 
ple  of  color  and  the  poorest  segment  of  U.S. 
society.  A  second  term  under  Ronald  Reagan  will 
mean  more  money  spent  on  bombs  that  could  and 
should  be  spent  on  important  social  programs  in¬ 
cluding  improving  treatment  of  AIDS,  fully 
funding  nutrition  programs  for  women,  infants, 
and  children  (the  WIC  program),  and  providing 
funds  for  low-income  housing.  Reagan  has  ab¬ 
solutely  no  interest  in  listening  and  responding  to 
the  needs  of  lesbians  and  gays  and  other  op¬ 
pressed  groups.  If  the  Democrats  are  in  power,  we 
will  have  much  more  of  a  chance  to  push  for 
responsiveness  to  the  needs  of  lesbians  and  gays, 
women,  people  of  color  and  the  poor. 

Recently  it  has  seemed  that  Reagan  has  tried  to 
temper  his  image  as  a  hawk,  in  order  to  gain 
reelection.  However,  if  he  is  reelected,  there  will 
be  no  further  incentive  for  him  to  even  pretend  to 
be  interested  in  negotiating  arms  control 
agreements  with  the  Soviets  or  keeping  U.S. 
troops  out  of  Central  America.  Because  he  will 
not  be  seeking  reelection  in  1988,  another  term 
under  Reagan  will  only  be  worse  than  the  past  one 
—  there  will  be  nothing  to  check  a  total  move  to 
the  right. 

Every  vote  is  important.  If  Reagan  wins,  the 
bigger  his  margin,  the  more  he  will  regard  it  as  a 
mandate  of  approval  for  his  program:  support 
for  the  far  right’s  attacks  on  lesbians,  gays,  peo¬ 
ple  of  color,  Jews,  women,  progressives;  denial  of 
the  necessities  of  life  for  poor  people;  endang¬ 
ering  our  lives  through  the  continual  buildup  of 
nuclear  arms  and  a  war  machine  —  including  a 
near  certain  U.S.  invasion  of  Central  America. 

In  our  opinion  the  most  hopeful  aspect  of  the 
political  scene  this  fall  is  the  continued  work  of 
the  Rainbow  Coalition.  The  Rainbow  Coalition 
clearly  stands  for  all  those  things  that  Reagan  is 
against  including  gay  rights,  peace  in  Central 
America,  jobs  for  the  unemployed,  equality  and 
justice  for  people  of  color.  The  Rainbow 
represents  a  place  where  all  those  threatened  by 
Reagan  can  come  together  to  fight  back  if  he  is  re¬ 
elected.  If  Mondale  wins,  the  Rainbow  will 
pressure  him  to  keep  such  promises  as  ending  the 
illegal  war  against  Nicaragua  and  supporting  gay 
rights. 

To  defeat  Reagan  requires  us  to  vote  for  Mon¬ 
dale.  But  it  requires  more.  We  need  to  make  sure 
our  friends,  neighbors,  lovers,  relatives,  and  co¬ 
workers  also  get  out  and  vote  for  Mondale.  Pro¬ 
tect  our  rights;  protect  our  ability  to  keep  on 
struggling  to  gain  full  civil  rights  for  lesbians  and 
gays  and  for  all  oppressed  groups:  Dump  Reagan, 
Vote  Mondale/Ferraro,  Build  the  Rainbow.

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Speaking  Out - 

Against  Censorship 

By  Daniel  Tsang 

The  following  is  testimony  before  a'  Pennsylvania  State  House  Select  Committee  on 
September  21,  1984  empanelled  to  investigate  the  “ How  to  Have  Sex  with  Kids” pamphlet. 


My  name  is  Daniel  Tsang,  and  I  am  speaking  in  my  personal  capacity.  1  am  co¬ 
ordinator  of  the  American  Library  Association’s  Task  Force  on  Alternatives  in  Print.  1  am 
also  the  editor  and  contributor  to  The  Age  Taboo,  a  book  of  essays,  pro  and  con,  on  sex 
between  men  and  teenaged  boys,  published  by  Alyson  Publications  in  1981.  I  am  also  a 
freelance  writer. 

I  wish  to  speak  against  censorship.  For  if  this  committee  does  propose  new  legislation  to 
ban  books  and  pamphlets  that  advocate,  describe  or  discuss  sex  between  adults  and 
minors,  then  that  would  be  censorship,  pure  and  simple.  It  would  be  unconstitutional. 

The  Supreme  Court’s  Fiercer  decision  covers  child  pornography;  what  we  are  discussing 
here  is  not  pornography.  The  pamphlet  How  to  Have  Sex  with  Kids  is  not  obscene, 
regardless  of  what  District  Attorney  Ed  Rendell  stated  yesterday.  It  is  not  pornography.  It  is 
a  sex  guide  aimed  at  a  group  of  peole  the  American  people  views  with  disgust.  Pedophiles,  or 
those  sexually  attracted  to  young  people,  are  hated  in  this  society.  They  are  even  viewed  in  a 
worse  light  than  murderers.  Is  that  sane?  Violence  is  worse  than  sex.  A  person  who  murders 
a  child  is  viewed  less  harshly  than  one  who  has  sex  with  one.  Even  where  there  is  mutual 
consent,  affection,  caring,  and  love. 

Freud  noted  many  years  ago  that  children  are  sexual  beings.  They  do  have  rights, 
especially  over  their  own  body.  I  agree  with  Sen.  Greenleaf  who  said  Saturday  on  a  TV 
program  that  children  should  be  taught  to  say  no  to  adults  —  on  certain  things.  Why  only 
certain  things?  Why  shouldn’t  children  have  also  the  right  to  say  no  to  compulsory 
education,  church  going,  or  going  to  bed  early?  Why  are  we  so  paranoid  over  sexuality,  that 
we  want  them  to  say  no  to  sex,  but  not  to  other  things  that  they  have  to  endure? 

Since  I  support  youth  liberation,  I  believe  they  have  a  right,  not  only  to  say  no,  but  also 
to  say  yes  —  when  they  really  want  to  have  sex.  Part  of  the  problem  with  this  whole  issue  is 
confusion  over  what  we  mean  by  the  term  “children.”  When  pedophilia  is  discussed,  many 
of  us  get  the  idea  young  kids  are  involved.  But  in  Kensington  this  past  week,  the  “children” 
involved  were  all  in  their  teens,  apparently  known  street  hustlers.  These  so-called  “victims” 
apparently  solicited  the  adults,  instead  of  the  other  way  round. 

In  my  own  book  I  tried  to  present  the  views,  not  only  of  adults,  but  also  those  of  the 
teenagers  themselves.  Here  there  is  an  interview  with  a  15-year-old  boy  who  speaks  about 
“loving  men.”  Before  you  pass  any  legislation,  shouldn’t  you  hear  from  some  young 
people?  Teenage  sex  is  endemic.  Look  at  the  prevalence  of  teen  pregnancies.  I  have  never 
heard  of  a  man  or  teen  being  arrested  because  he  made  a  teenage  girl  pregnant  within  a 
consensual  relationship.  But  if  a  man  has  sex  with  a  teenage  boy,  you  can  be  sure  he  will  be 
charged  with  a  felony,  as  many  were  last  week  in  Kensington.  <■ 

Sex  is  going  to  go  on  regardless  of  whether  or  not  you  ban  this  pamphlet.  Young  teens 
know  what  feels  good,  and  they  will  get  it  on,  regardless  of  what  you  or  the  Moral  Majority 
legislate.  Child  abuse,  unfortunately,  is  also  going  to  continue,  unless  we  can  all  work 
together  to  wipe  it  out,  especially  within  the  nuclear  family.  One  aspect  of  child  abuse  often 
ignored  is  what  happens  to  young  teens  who  discover  they  are  lesbian  or  gay.  They  are 
excluded  from  their  peers,  and  disowned  by -their  parents  in  all  too  many  cases.  Many  are 
even  thrown  out  onto  the  streets,  where  for  the  boys  hustling  is  the  only  way  to  survive. 
Indeed,  often  the  only  people  who  will  take  them  in  are  boy  lovers,  men  attracted  to  boys. 

In  America,  boy  lovers  are  despised  and  called  “pedophiles”  or  “child  molestors.”  But 
let  us  look  at  how  another  western  democracy  handles  this  issue.  In  Holland,  a  gay  youth 
thrown  out  of  his  home  is  actually  placed  with  a  boy  lover,  because  the  state  considers  the 
boy  lover  to  be  a  person  who  would  really  care  for  this  youngster.  And  although  the  age  of 
consent  is  16,  like  Pennsylvania’s,  the  courts  there  are  reluctant  to  punish  consensual  sex 
with  a  minor  below  that  age;  in  any  case,  prison  terms  are  rare  and  where  applied,  relatively 
brief,  because  the  goal  is  rehabilitation,  not  punishment.

register  the  church 

To  the  Editor: 

During  the  Reagan  Administration,  Congress 
approved  the  dispatch  of  a  U.S.  Ambassador  to 
the  Vatican  City,  whose  temporal,  elected 
monarch  is  the  Pope.  In  the  debates  in  Congress, 
it  was  held  that  the  U.S.  was  not  recognizing  a 
particular  religion,  but  the  head  of  an  individual 
state,  the  Vatican  City. 

Well,  it  seems  clear  that  Roman  Catholic 
Bishops  and  other  members  of  the  hierarchy  owe 
their  primary  allegiance  to  the  head  of  a  foreign 
state.  Thus,  it  seems  only  fair  that  they  be  re¬ 
quired  to  register  as  agents  of  a  foreign  gov¬ 
ernment. 

Perhaps  when  identified  as  card-carrying 
foreign  agents,  certain  Archbishops,  like  O’Con¬ 
nor  in  New  York,  will  then  be  more  restrained  and 
less  vocal  in  demanding  that  their  alien  values  be 
imposed  through  law  on  all  Americans.  O’Con¬ 
nor  seeks  to  limit  the  freedoms  of  Americans  in 
the  name  of  “morality.”  But  what  kind  ol 
“morality”  does  O’Connor  advocate?  It  was 
O’Connor  who  in  the  1960s  smeared  the  Peace 
Movement  with  the  tainted  charges  of  the  dis¬ 
credited  House  Un-American  Activities  Commit¬ 
tee.  It  was  O’Connor  who  was  a  cheer  leader  tor 
an  unjust  war  in  Vietnam  in  which  over  50,000 
Americans  and  over  a  million  Vietnamese  were 
killed.  It  was  O’Connor  who  promotes  internal 
injuries  and  sometimes  death  to  women  as  that 
occurs  with  the  coat-hanger  approach  to  abortion 
—  the  consequence  when  the  legal  channels  to 
abortion  are  closed.  It  is  O’Connor  who  fosters 
discrimination  against  the  gay  community.  And  it 
is  O’Connor’s  boss  who  seeks  to  remove  the  wall 
separating  church  and  state  (as  when  in  Canada 
the  Pope  demanded  public  money  for  Catholic 
education;  as  in  Poland  where  the  Pope  demands 
that  corsses  be  placed  in  the  class  rooms  of  public 
schools.)  Of  course,  O’Connor  has  his  positive 
side.  He  has  a  sense  of  humor;  he  calls  himself 
“pro-life.” 

Historically,  when  the  Church  has  held  power, 
abortion,  contraception,  divorce,  and  gays  have 
been  made  illegal,  and  at  times,  Inquisitions  have 
enforced  such  Catholic  morality  with  torture  and 
execution.  I  repeat,  an  America  dominated  by 
Roman  Catholic  “morality”  would  be  an 
America  that  made  illegal  not  only  abortion  and 
homosexuality,  but  divorce  and  contraception  as 
well. 


Holland  is  also  the  source  for  a  growing  body  of  scientific  literature  about  the 
experiences  of  teenage  boys  in  relationships  with  men.  They  share  one  conclusion:  the 
absence  of  negative  consequences  for  the  boys  engaged  in  consensual  relationships 
with  men.  (See  Theo  Sandfort,  The  Sexual  Aspects  of  Pedeophile  Relations,  Amsterdam: 
Spartacus,  1982.)  This  stands  in  sharp  contrast  to  so-called  “expert”  opinion  in  the  U.S., 
which  is  often  biased  to  support  law  enforcement  theories.  Much  of  what  passes  for  research 
in  the  States  is  shoddy  and  unscientific,  funded  because  of  the  political  imperative  of  the 
moment. 

Ann  Burgess,  whose  testimony  you  heard  today,  has  a  longitudinal  study  that  purports 
to  prove  the  existence  of  child  porn  “rings.”  It  is  funded  by  our  taxpayer  monies.  Yet  we  all 
know  that  rings  are  often  a  creation  of  police  and  the  press,  a  convenient  way  for  reporters 
to  describe  people  —  who  don’t  even  know  each  other  —  who  happen  to  be  arrested  on  the 
same  day,  as  in  Kensington  last  week.  Burgess  in  her  writing  and  in  her  testimony  last 
month  before  Sen.  Specter’s  Senate  subcommittee  claims  there  are  even  sex  rings  composed 
of  a  single  individual.  And  what  does  she  call  these  rings?  “Solo  rings”!  That  is  one  absurd 
and  outrageous  example  of  what  our  tax  monies  are  supporting,  and  what  is  used  by  law 
enforcement  agencies  and  vice  squads  to  justify  their  existence. 

Censorship  has  a  long  and  torrid  history  in  this  country  —  sex  and  radical  thought  the 
taboo  subjects  —  but  it  has  been  some  time  since  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  written 
material  cannot  be  banned.  If  you  do  ban  this  pamphlet,  or  other  non-pornographic 
material  similar  to  it,  you  would  be  violating  our  constitutional  protections  of  free  speech 
and  press.  For  the  United  States  to  remain  a  democracy,  all  points  of  view,  however 
repugnant,  must  be  allowed  a  forum. 

If  you  begin  censoring  this  book,  where  will  it  end?  What  is  next?  A  new  sex  education 
book  is  entitled  A  Young  Man’s  Guide  to  Sex,  just  published  by  Holt,  Rinehart  and 
Winston.  It  is  written  for  teenagers  by  a  Dr.  Jay  Gale.  It  has  chapters  entitled:  “Touching 
Others:  Sex  and  Relationships,”  “Sexual  Intercourse  —  the  First  Few  Times,”  and  “As 
Sexual  Relationships  Continue.”  Since  sex  with  teens  is  illegal,  would  you  want  to  ban  this 
book  too  for  inciting  a  crime? 

Another  book  also  has  similarities  to  the  pamphlet  under  scrutiny.  It  has  a  chapter 
called  “Where  are  all  the  boys?”  It  tells  you:  “Almost  anyplace.  Wander  around  shopping 
centers,  tennis  courts,  theater  lobbies,  hangouts,  beaches,  zoos,  and  bookstores  —  and 
you’ll  probably  find  boys  similarly  wandering  around.”  The  book  came  out  in  1969,  called 
“How  to  Get  a  Teen-age  Boy  &  What  to  Do  with  Him  When  You  Get  Him.”  The  paperback 
edition  was  published  by  Avon  Books  in  a  run  of  250,000  copies.  Should  we  ban  that  too? 

few  years  back  the  press  rallied  behind  the  editors  of  the  Progressive  magazine,  which 
was  trying  to  print  an  article  on  how  to  build  a  hydrogen  bomb.  Eventually,  another 
publication,  the  Madison  Press  Connection,  published  the  suppressed  text.  As  far  as  1 
know,  no  one  went  ahead  to  build  such  a  bomb  after  reading  that  article. 

Aren’t  we  being  a  bit  too  hysterical  about  this  $1.70  pamphlet  that  sold  ten  copies  in 
Philadelphia?  How  many  more  copies  are  now  circulating  because  of  Joan  Specter? 

A  half  century  ago,  the  Nazis  raided  Berlin’s  Institute  of  Sexual  Science  and  burned  its 
collection,  starting  Hitler’s  campaign  to  rid  the  Third  Reich  of  undesirable  literature.  We 
haven’t  begun  to  burn  books  here  in  Philadelphia,  in  1984,  but  we’re  getting  awfully  close  to 
it.  T 

For  once,  why  don’t  you  do  something  that’s  right,  and  not  what  is  politically 
expedient?  Why  don’t  you  stand  up  for  the  First  Amendment?  That  is  how  you  can  really 
protect  us,  our  children,  and  future  generations.

and  Apuzzo  for  the  debate  au¬ 
diences;  Brown  is  a  Triangle  area 
gay  activist  and  Apuzzo  is  the  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force. 

Herzenberg  told  GCN  that  he 
believes  Helms’  tactics  can  only  be 
an  attempt  at  intimidation  of  gay 
people  in  the  state.  He  said  a  gay 
Democratic  club  formed  in  North 
Carolina  about  a  year  and  a  half 
ago,  but  that  it  sets  “relatively 
modest  goals,”  and  has  yet  to  ask 
the  governor  to  take  a  stand  on  a 
gay  issue. 

University  President  William 
Friday,  contacted  by  GCN,  said  he 
had  taken  no  steps  to  protect  or  re¬ 
assure  faculty  or  staffmembers  at 
the  school,  because  the  letter  he 
received  did  not  name  gay  or  les¬ 
bian  faculty  and  staff.

Britt  had  maintained  he  would 
agree  to  closing  the  baths  only  if 
lesbian  and  gay  medical  people 
agreed  it  was  appropriate.  An  aide 
to  Britt  said  he  would  be 
unavailable  for  further  comment 
until  after  the  elections.  Accardi 
reacted  angrily  to  Britt’s  position 
saying  he  had  “betrayed  the  gay 
community”  by  “selling  out  on 
issues  of  sexual  liberation.” 

Quackenbush  said  most  lesbian 
and  gay  San  Francisco  organiza¬ 
tions  have  spoken  out  against  the 
closure  of  the  baths.  “The  only 
group  speaking  in  favor  of  it  has 
been  [the]  Harvey  Milk 
[Democratic  Club].  They  are 
becoming  increasingly  isolated  in 
the  community,”  he  said. 

The  club’s  president,  Carole 
Migden,  replied  that  the  member¬ 
ship  passed  a  resolution  last  April 
saying  it  was  a  matter  for  medical 
authorities  to  decide.  “It  is  not  ap¬ 
propriate  for  politicians  to  con¬ 
sider.  The  health  department  was 
set  up  to  be  separate  from  political 
considerations.  The  decision  rests 
with  health  professionals.” 
Migdin  said  she  personally  favors 
closure  because  “it  will  save 
lives.” 

Holly  Smith,  a  spokesperson  for 
the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Founda¬ 
tion,  told  GCN  they  are  con¬ 
cerned  people  will  think  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  establishments  will 
eliminate  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
“It’s  not  where  you  do  it,  but  the 
type  of  activity.  High  risk  activity 
can  occur  anywhere  . . .  AIDS  is 
not  caused  by  places  or 
establishments  [but  is]  transmitted 
by  specific  behavior.” 

Others  have  claimed  the  baths

AIDS,  and  it  established  very  im¬ 
portantly  legal  procedures  in  the 
state  of  New  York  and  nationwide; 
One,  that  people  with  AIDS  are 
considered  disabled  persons  under 
the  disability  laws,  and  most  states 
have  a  civil  rights  law  which  pro¬ 
tects  persons  who  are  disabled 
from  discrimination.  Two,  the 
court  issued  a  preliminary  injunc¬ 
tion  in  the  course  of  litigation  and 
part  of  its  ruling  was  that  it  ac¬ 
cepted  the  expert  opinion  that 
AIDS  is  not  casually  transmitted. 
Consequently,  the  court  rejected 
any  notion  that  a  person  with 
AIDS  could  be  segregated  or  kept 
out  of  a  public  accomodation  on 
the  grounds  of  potential  con- 


pursue  a  ghost  if  you  can’t  find 
him.

The  ad  hoc  committee  which 
organized  after  the  Landmark 
threat,  however,  has  formulated  a 
plan  of  action  should  Windsor 
ever  carry  through  with  his  threat 
to  publish  their  names.  They  plan 
to  call  a  press  conference  to  dis¬ 
credit  Windsor’s  homophobia. 
They  will  band  together  with 
straight  people  in  the  area  to  pro¬ 
test  the  action  and,  lastly,  they  will 
notify  people  that  their  names 
have  been  made  public  so  they  can 
be  aware  of  possible  harassment. 

Unlike  William  Friday,  Mab 
Segrest  and  others  take  seriously 
the  threats  of  the  Southern  Chris¬ 
tians  for  Helms.  Segrest  said,  “We 
need  as  much  support  as  possible 
here,  so  that  if  stuff  really  starts 
coming  down,  we  can  get  in  con¬ 
tact  with  people  and  mobilize  [to 
resist  it.]”  —  ///erf  from  Boston 


by  providing  brochures  on  “safe 
sex”  and  by  providing  free  con¬ 
doms.  Achtenberg  maintains  that 
Silverman  has  violated  a  public 
health  principle  by  dispersing  a 
high  risk  population.  Many  agree 
that  persons  wanting  to  engage  in 
multiple  partner  sexual  activity 
will  simply  go  elsewhere. 

Tom  Steele,  the  attorney  for  five 
of  the  baths,  produced  a  study  by 
the  CDC  which  indicated  that 
among  men  with  multiple  sexual 
contacts,  those  who  made  most  of 
those  contacts  in  the  baths  appear 
to  be  less  likely  to  contract  AIDS. 
However,  the  study  also  indicated 
that  men  with  Five  or  more  sexual 
contacts  per  month  were  three 
times  more  likely  to  contract  AIDS 
than  men  with  less  than  one  con¬ 
tact  per  month. 

Roberta  Achtenberg,  the 
BALIF  attorney,  said  she  believes 
sentiment  against  the  closing  is 
strong.  “The  opposition  [to 
Silverman]  is  significant  and  will 
become  more  and  more  vocal  as 
time  goes  on.” 

But  Migden  disagrees,  saying 
the  reaction  has  been  “mixed” 
and  relatively  muted.  Britt’s  office 
reports  they  have  received  three  to 
four  calls  a  day  at  its  height  with 
people  taking  stands  on  both  sides 
of  the  issue. 

Both  Achtenberg  and  Migden 
stressed  the  devastation  that  AIDS 
has  brought  to  the  community, 
with  Achtenberg  saying,  “There" 
have  been  a  lot  of  deaths  here.  The 
number  of  deaths  and  diagnoses  of 
AIDS  has  been  astronomical. 
Everybody  knows  somebody  who 
has  died  of  AIDS.  People  are  emo¬ 
tionally  drained.”

Finding  in  myself  feelings  of 
wanting  to  make  love  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  person  and  not  wanting  to 
state  that  in  no  uncertain  terms,  I 
invite  them  to  see  my  stamp  collec¬ 
tion  (or  some  comparable 
activity).

Before  1  drift  into  a  sex¬ 
ually-charged  relationship,  1  want 
to  know  what  that  means,  what 
each  of  us  wants  and  has  to  offer. 
The  only  way  I  know  of  finding 
out  is  to  ask.

Even  fjiends  I’ve  known  for 
years  cari’t  accept  the  fact  that  1 
am  not  necessarily  in  the  market 
for  a  monogamous  lover,  that  I 
really  care  about  and  have  a 
specific  desire  to  be  with  them 
because  of  who  they  are  and  what  I 
feel  for  them,  and  that  if  a  sexual 
relationship  doesn’t  develop,  I  am 
not  planning  to  seek  one 
elsewhere.  They  can’t  take  the 
pressure  they  assume  is  at  the  root 
of  my  disclosure. 

I  have  also  had  the  experience  of 
having  friends  approach  me,  often 
in  tentative  and  indirect  ways; 
these  conversations  have  gone 
much  better.  Even  surprised  and 
nervous,  1  feel  flattered  and 


I  closed  my  eyes  and  imagined  holding  on 
to  her,  digging  my  fingernails  across  her  skin 
and  pulling  her  into  me.  Then  I  stopped.  I 
had  tried  enough.  I  knew  she  would  not 
listen. 


Those  with  a  history  of  discus¬ 
sing  sexuality  only  with  current 
lovers  may  feel  that  the  conver¬ 
sation  itself  presumes  and  commits 
them  to  too  much;  and  therein 
may  lie  some  of  the  initial 
resistance.  However,  despite  my 
own  nervousness  and  flawed 
presentation,  I  have  been  left  with 
the  feeling  that  people  don’t  want 
to  hear  it,  period.  I  run  the  danger 
of  forgetting  that  communication 
is  not  the  answer  when  com¬ 
munication  itself  is  rejected. 

I  have  been  surprised  that  peo¬ 
ple  will  not  admit  to  being  sexually 
attracted  to  me,  no  matter  what 
level  of  intimacy  has  preceded  the 
conversation  —  I  mean,  right  up  to 
the  very  moment  they  are  ready  to 
get  undressed  and  get  into  bed.  I 
have  been  astonished  and  some¬ 
what  offended  that,  “I’m  at¬ 
tracted  to  you.  How  do  you  feel 
about  that?”  is  heard  as,  “Will 
you  go  to  bed  with  me  —  right 
now?”  I  have  found  only  two 
possible  responses: 

1)  “Great  —  let’s  go!” 

2)  “You’re  crazy.  It’s  all  in 
your  head.” 

Although  the  times  people  have 
wanted  to  puruse  the  sexual  option 
have  been  lovely  and  cherished  ex¬ 
periences,  it  was  done  without 
discussion  and  without  a  non- 
threatening  awareness  of  the 
whole  range  of  other  options, 
from  making  love  to  talking  about 
our  own  feelings  or  sexuality  in 
general.  Part  of  the  problem  is  that 
people  hear  so  many  other  things 
when  I  give  voice  to  sexual  feelings 
and  desires: 


touched.  I  pride  myself  on  my 
ability  to  sincerely  and  graciously 
accept  the  compliment  and  return 
it  with  a  measure  of  good  energy.  I 
share,  in  general  terms,  where  I’m 
at  in  my  life  right  now,  what  my 
needs  and  goals  are  regarding 
work  and  relationships.  Then,  if 
we  are  both  feeling  supported  by 
the  exchange,  I  talk  about  what  I 
have  to  offer  in  a  relationship, 
what  my  strengths  and  weaknesses 
are  and  what  I’d  particularly  like 
to  share  with  them.  I  have  never 
lost  a  friend  because  of  my 
response  and  this  encourages  me 
to  keep  communicating. 

I’m  not  sure  how  much  verbal 
skills,  experience  in  interpersonal 
relations  or  just  being  able  to  talk 
through  and  reach  beyond  our 
fears  has  made  the  difference. 
Perhaps  as  a  writer  and  performer, 
I  feel  more  comfortable  giving  a 
response  than  waiting  for  one. 
Just  being  willing  to  expend  the 
energy  to  deal  with  people  seems  to 
break  the  cycle  of  fear,  confusion, 
and  powerlessness.  Still,  the  most 
common  response  —  “I  can’t  deal 
with  it“  —  has  become  such  a 
popular  refrain  I’m  not  sure  sex¬ 
uality  is  the  hang-up  being  ex¬ 
pressed.  Rather,  there  seems  to  be 
a  widespread  disavowal  of  our 
responsibility  to  deal  with  anyone,, 
at  any  time,  for  any  reason,  no 
matter  what  the  circumstances. 

I’m  not  sure  people  realize  at  the 
time  it’s  said,  that  “I  can’t  deal 
with  it”  has  consequences.  The 
other  person  can  decide  not  to  deal 
with  us  and  we  may  be  cutting  our¬ 
selves  off  from  a  primary  source  of

support  when  a  small  investment 
of  energy  could  have  sustained  the 
relationship.  (Needing  time  off 
and  asking  to  postpone  the  dis- 
cussiofi  is  a  way  of  dealing,  as  long 
as  we  really  follow  through.) 

Ironically,  the  people  who  most 
need  energy  themselves  are  often 
the  first  to  put  up  barriers  and 
remove  themselves  from  an  ongo¬ 
ing  network  of  support  and  com¬ 
munication.  If  we  would  really 
“deal”  with  each  other,  in  the 
literal  sense,  we  could  make  deals 
and  strike  bargains  that  keep  us  in 
touch  and  involved.  1  wonder,  too, 
if  our  paranoia  and  resistance  are 
justified  by  our  real  experience,  or 
if  we  have  lost  the  ability  to 
distinguish  difficult,  but  growth- 
inducing,  life  experiences  from 
wholesale  abuse  and  dumping. 

*  *  * 

This  writing  was  prompted  by  a 
recent  and  painful  exchange  with  a 
long-time  friend.  I  found,  once 
again,  that  in  choosing  to  give 
voice  to  feelings  that  had  gone  un¬ 
acknowledged  for  years,  I  had 
forgotten  it  could  hurt  so  much, 
that  I  would  feel  so  trapped  and 
overwhelmed  by  my  own  feelings 
and  desires.  My  friend  made  ex¬ 
cuses  and  put  me  off.  She  made 
appointments  with  me  that  she 
never  kept.  I  was  left  immersed  in 
my  emotions  and  alone  with  them. 

I  asked  for  time  off  to  attend  to 
myself  when  it  became  clear  that 
she  would  not  share  this  with  me. 
My  goal  changed  from  seeking  a 
resolution  that  included  her  to 
seeking  one  that  did  not. 

We  agreed  that  she  would  not 
contact  me  until  further  notice. 
Once  alone  with  my  feelings  I 
resisted  the  temptation  to  lie,  to 
deny,  to  run  away  from  and  be 
ashamed  of  both  my  desire  to 
make  love  with  another  woman 
and  my  need  to  say  that  out  loud. 
Of  course,  self-disclosure  is  not  in 
itself  a  solution,  only  an  opening. 
There  is  no  guarantee  of  being 
heard  and  responded  to. 

I  didn’t  know  how  to  get  beyond 
it  other  than  going  through  it,  em¬ 
bracing  and  experiencing  it  fully.  I 
closed  my  eyes  and  tried  to  im¬ 
agine  what  it  would  have  been  like 
and  how  things  could  have  been 
different.  In  my  mind,  she  had  a 
change  of  heart  and  apologized  for 
all  the  missed  appointments  and 
evasions.  She  acknowledged  the 
full  force  of  the  sexual  undertow 
that  I  was  caught  in.  I  imagined 
her  admitting  that  she  really 
wanted  to  be  with  me,  too,  and 
had  been  fighting  it  for  some  time. 

1  imagined  coming  together  with 
her  in  a  way  that  was  beautiful, 
powerful,  and  passionate.  I  closed 
my  eyes  and  imagined  holding  on 
to  her,  digging  my  fingernails 
across  her  skin  and  pulling  her  into 
me  with  all  the  force  and  passion 
of  a  desire  that  had  built  slowly  in 
me  over  the  years. 

Then  I  stopped.  I  realized  that 
the  best  of  what  I  could  ever  have 
with  her  would  always  be  filled 
with  fear  and  tension  and  denials, 
that  I  had  tried  enough  and  given 
all  1  could  and  that  the  time  had 
come  for  me  to  bring  my  energy 
home  to  myself.  I  am  better  now.  I 
am  still  refusing  to  see  her  and  I  am 
not  sorry.  I  chose  to  be  honest 
because,  I  think,  I  knew  it  would

program  with  her  talk, 
“Remembering  One’s  Kin,”  em¬ 
phasized  the  importance  of  family 
oral  histories  such  as  Lemon 
Swamp.  Records  of  this  kind,  all 
but  non-existent  until  recent  years, 
and  usually  ignored  even  in  ethnic 
studies  courses,  are  part  of  “the 
sum  total  of  particulars  that 
constitute  “real  history.”  The 
Lemon  Swamp  stories  we  heard  in 
Mamie  Feilds’  words  —  inspiring,

On  September  28  at  Mass.  Col¬ 
lege  of  the  Arts,  the  “Nam¬ 
ing/Claiming/Changing:.  So¬ 
journeys  with  Black  Women” 
series  opened  with  a  tribute  to 
home  —  home  as  the  root  of  black 
women’s  culture  and  the  forge  of 
black  feminism.  Sponsored  by  the 
Women’s  Theological  Center  in 
Boston,  “Sojourneys”  is  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  presentations  and  follow¬ 
up  workshops  by  black  women 
writers,  poets,  activists,  and 
ministers.  This  first  evening 
featured  Barbara  Smith, w  riter, 
and  editor  of  Home  Girls:  A  Black 
Feminist  Anthology,  and  Karen 
Fields,  sociologist  at  Brandeis 
University  and  co-author  with  her 
grandmother,  Mamie  Garvin 
Fields,  of  Lemon  swamp  and 
Other  Places:  A  Carolina  Memoir. 

Karen  Fields,  who  began  the 


growing  chronicle  of  black 
women’s  culture. 

Mamie  Fields  “could  not  tell  a 
story  without  mention  of  dress,” 
dress  as  in  adornment  of  the  body 
or  clothing.  This  primarily 
women’s  topic  became  a  powerful 
vehicle  for  “learning  about  and 
from  my  grandmother,”  and  a 
vivid  means  of  analyzing  racism, 
classism,  and  everyday  rebellion 
from  black  women’s  perspective. 
In  these  tales,  set  for  the  most  part 
in  the  Jim  Crow  late  1800s,  the 
contradictions  of  dress  are 
especially  pointed.  If  a  black 
woman  wore  a  “fine  dress,”  she 
was  “thought  to  be  a  laundress 
who  had  stolen  it  from  white  peo¬ 
ple.”  But,  on  the  other  hand,  as 
Mamie  Fields  also  says,  “You 
can’t  stand  up  for  yourself  in  your 
house  shoes,  and  you.  can’t  get 


tegrity  come  from  the  people  in 
our  families.”  At  the  same  time, 
home  and  family  are  never  uncom¬ 
plicated.  She  adds,  “Sexual  op¬ 
pression  cuts  across  all  races  and 
classes....  Feminists  of  color  are 
threatening  to  our  communities 
because  we  expect  people  to 
change.” 

Stressing  that  black  feminism  is 
“on  every  level,  organic  to  black 
experience,”  Smith  focused  on  the 
recent  history  of  black  feminist 
organizing  —  from  black  women 
in  the  early  ’60s  who  were  critical 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Movement  to 
the  present.  She  read  from  “The 
Combahee  River  Collective  State¬ 
ment,”  written  in  1977  by  a  group 
of  black  feminists  who  had  been 
meeting  together  in  Boston  since

1974.  That  statement,  reprinted  in 
Home  Girls,  defines  the  oppres¬ 
sions  faced  by  women  of  color  as 
simultaneous  and  interlocking  — 
an  idea  at  the  crux  of  black  and 
other  third-world  feminist  theory 
and  organizing  strategy. 

The  work  of  The  Combahee 
River  Collective,  of  which  Smith 
was  a  member,  included  its 
remarkably  successful  coalition¬ 
building  in  1979  when  twelve  black 
women  were  murdered  in  Boston. 
Similarly,  other  groups  of  black 
feminsits  and  lesbians  continue  to 
fight  for  community  survival,  and 
for  reproductive  rights,  lesbian 
and  gay  liberation,  and  against 
police  brutality,  rape,  battering, 
and  imperialism. 

Smith  also  highlighted  the 
necessity  of  building  autonomous 
third-world  women’s  institutions 
like  Kitchen  Table:  Women  of 
Color  Press,  and  The  Third  World 
Women’s  Archives,  and  of  conti¬ 
nuing  to  organize  national  and  in¬ 
ternational  third-world  women’s 


conferences. 

Third-world  feminism,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  black  feminism,  Smith 
cortcluded,  have  enriched  not  only 
the  people  to  whom  it  applies 
directly,  but  also  politics  in 
general.  “Our  work  is  cut  out  for 
us.  We  will  work  until  we  drop.” 

“Sojourneys”  is  an  unusual  op¬ 
portunity  to  get  fired  up,  and  to 
learn  something,  too.  Don’t  miss 
any  of  it.

Some  of  them  even  study  the  sub¬ 
ject.  It’s  fantastic  how  well  they 
relate  to  kids.” 

After  the  film,  Nancy  Lust  of 
the  Middlesex  County  District  At- 
torney’s  Victim/Witness 
Assistance  Bureau  offered  some 
comments.  “I  think  that  film,  al¬ 
though  it’s  a  bit  dated,  made  some 
good  points,”  she  said. 


“Although  it’s  a  bit  dated,  it’s  ac¬ 
curate  information.” 

Lust  said  that  most  children 
who  are  molested  know  the  people 
who  molest  them  and  are  often 
related.  “Usually  when  the 
molesters  know  a  child,  they  don’t 
want  to  hurt  them,”  she  said. 
“That  is  different  when  a  stranger 
molests  a  child.  The  stranger  is 
more  likely  to  be  forceful.” 

Lust  said  her  bureau  serves  as  an 
adjunct  to  the  legal  services  of  the 
district  attorney’s  office,  pro¬ 
viding  counseling  and  other  forms 
of  support  to  abused  children  and 
their  families. 

SLAM  president  Mary  Ellen  Ar- 
bogast  called  for  new  legislation 
that  would  allow  parents  to  testify 
in  court  on  behalf  of  their  abused 
children  or  require  videotaped 
statements  by  the  children  to  be 
used  in  court.  Arbogast  said  courts 
now  require  the  children  to  testify 
in  person  against  the  defendant. 
Since  such  testimony  is  very  often 
omitted  because  it  is  deemed 
harmful  for  the  child,  she  said, 
prosecution  is  made  difficult  or 


impossible. 

Asked  after  the  meeting  about 
the  film,  Nancy  Lust  told  GCN 
that  it  came  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training 
Council.  Asked  if  she  thought  the 
information  about  homosexuals  in 
the  film  was  accurate,  Lust  said, 
“the  focus  on  this  film  was  about 
the  pedophile,  so  they  picked  out 
every  kind  of  pedophile  they  could 
think  of.” 

“I  don’t  think  this  film  meant  to 
suggest  that  the  homosexual  in¬ 
dividual  is  going  to  go  out  and 
molest  someone  any  more  than  the 
heterosexual  individual  is,”  she 
added,  saying  that  she  interpreted 
references  to  homosexuals  in  the 
film  to  mean  homosexual  pedo¬ 
philes. 

Asked  to  comment  on  the 
statements  in  the  film  that  “the 
practicing  homosexual  is  usually 
attracted  to  adolescent  boys  and 
young  men”  and  “many  homo¬ 
sexuals  prefer  girls  to  adults  of 
either  sex,”  Lust  said:  “I  don’t 
know  what  to  say.  I  don’t  think  I 
agree  with  those  statements.  I’m

But  my 
sense  is  that  the  majority  of  in¬ 
dividuals  who  are  homosexuals  are 
probably  just  like  the  majority  of 
heterosexuals,  well-adjusted  in¬ 
dividuals  who  make  appropriate- 
choices  about  their  relationships.” 

Lust  said  she  would  avoid  using 
the  film  again  and  would  look  for 
“a  better  film  that  would  take  a 
less  offensive  approach  to  the  sub¬ 
ject.” 

“The  information  that  was 
shown  in  that  film  was  pretty  well 
accurate,”  said  Mary  Ellen  Ar¬ 
bogast.  “The  only  thing  it  didn’t 
stress  was  that  there  is  no  cure  for 
this.  Someone  who  molests 
children  isn’t  going  to  change, 
because  that’s  their  way  of  life.... 
Most  certainly  they  should  be 
locked  away  and  removed  from 
society.” 

Asked  about  the  references  to 
homosexuality  in  the  film,  Ar¬ 
bogast  said  “there’s  no  connection 
[between  homosexuality  and 
pedophilia].  I  want  to  stress  that 
right  away.” 

“Nine  out  of  ten  children  are 
molested,”  Arbogast  said.  “Six 
out  of  that  nine  are  girls.  Now 
wouldn’t  our  common  sense  tell  us 
that  if  there  were  any  connection, 
there  would  be  many  more  women 
than  men  molesters?” 

“Because  you’re  homosexual 
I’m  going  to  say  you’re  a  child 
rapist?  That  sounds  pretty 
ridiculous  to  me.  That’s  not  what 
we  advocate  as  an  organization. 

“The  ones  we  know  are  far 
above  that  behavior,”  Arbogast 
said.

not  be  easy,  beautiful  or  romantic. 

I  knew  she  would  not  listen  but 
that  did  not  excuse  me  from  speak¬ 
ing  my  feelings;  silence  is  not  the 
way  I  choose  to  lead  my  life.  I 
know  that  her  cruelty  and  her  eva¬ 
sions  are  a  measure  of  what  has 
been  done  to  her.  That  also  is  no 
excuse  but  it  is  her  choice  and  not 
mine.  I  respect  my  friend’s  right  to 
remain  silent  in  the  face  of  my 
obstinancy  but  this  separates  me 
from  her  in  ways  that  both  define 
and  limit  our  future  relations. 

All  in  all,  it  was  not  that  bad, 
dealing  with  it.  Yes,  I  got  hurt,  and 
yes,  I  got  scared.  I  went  way  out  on 
a  limb  reaching  for  something  that 
did  not  come  but  when  the  time 
comes  to  pick  myself  up,  dust 
myself  off  and  go  on,  I  have  some¬ 
thing  I  didn’t  have  before.  I  know 
who  I  am,  what  I  have  done,  and 
■  what  I  have  tried  and  failed.  And 
what  I  have  had  the  courage  to  ex¬ 
perience.  Now  two  people  know 
better  who  and  what  I  am.  It’s  true . 
only  one  has  embraced  that  person 
and  chosen  to  join  me  on  my  path 
in  life  as  I  emerge  more  confident 
and  secure,  with  a  strength  that 
mere  avoidance  could  never  have 
given  me. 

The  relationship  I  am  left  with, 
the  one  I  have  ultimately 
strenghtened  and  cemented  with 
courage  and  commitment,  is  the 
one  with  myself  —  and  that’s  the 
one  I  need  to  walk  away  strong  and 
proud.

Forbidden  Broadway  is  a  clever, 
somewhat  slapdash,  collection  of 
revue  skits  poking  light,  satirical  fun  at 
the  Great  White  Way.  Using  the  music 
from  actual  Broadway  shows  and  fit¬ 
ting  them  up  with  mocking  lyrics,  For¬ 
bidden  Broadway  takes  on  such  topics 
as  Yul  Brynner’s  baldness  (and  its  at 
tendant  sex  appeal)  and  the  shrill 
theatrics  of  Liza  —  one  note  —  Min¬ 
nelli.  When  it  is  on  target,  as  with  the 
Chita  Rivera/Rita  Moreno  cat  fight  (to 
the  tune  of  “America”  from  West  Side 
Story),  it  transcends  its  sporadic 
tendency  towards  cuteness  and  turns 
nicely  arch  and  biting.  At  other  times,  it 
loses  sight  of  what  is  mockable  about 
this  material  and  ends  up  with  a  rather 
dreary  finale/parody  of  Fiddler  on  the 
Roof. 

When  Forbidden  Broadway  opened 
in  a  New  York  cabaret  two  years  ago,  it 
was  treated  with  raves  and  expressions 
of  glee  at  its  “naughtiness.”  The  fact  is 
that  none  of  the  material  is  really  all 
that  daring  or  biting  or  tasteless.  (Jokes 
about  Yul  Brynner  having  cancer  would 
certainly  have  been  more  potent,  if 
totally  tasteless.)  As  far  as  I  can 
remember,  no  reviews  mentioned  the 
notion  that  this  material,  both  in  tone 
and  presentation,  is  exactly  what 
theater  (and  opera)  queens  have  been 
doing  at  parties  for  years.  There  is  a 
fascination  with  the  material  which  en¬ 
courages  a  loving/mocking  relation 
ship,  a  desire  to  be  drawn  into  and  at 
the  same  time  distancing  oneself  from 
the  seductiveness  of  the  fantasy. 

Some  of  the  material  in  Forbidden 
Broadway  is  very  evocative  of  (if  not 
just  plain  ripped  off  from)  traditional 
gay  humor.  The  Lauren  Bacall  number 
“I’m  One  of  the  Gals  Who  Sings  Like  a 
Guy”  exposes  the  leading  lady  as  a 
female  impersonator.  And  “Just  You 
Wait,  Julie  Andrews,  Just  You  Wait” 
has  the  star  dropping  her  super 
“goodie-two-shoes”  persona  to 
become  a  drag  performer.  The  show  is 
on  target  here  because  it  is  exactly 
these  bizarre,  off-kilter  gender  affects 
which  have  made  these  figures 
popular. 

In  addition  to  this  material,  the  im¬ 
personations  in  Forbidden  Broadway 
also  look  and  feel  gay.  Although  per¬ 
formed  by  a  person  of  the  same  gender, 
the  mimicry,  especially  of  the  women, 
is  taken  right  from  drag  shows.  The 
Carol  Channing,  Ethel  Merman,  Ann 
Miller  and  Liza  Minnelli  and  Jennifer 
Holliday  routines  are  clever  and  well- 
observed,  but  there  is  nothing  here  that 
has  not  been  done  (sometimes  better) 
by  Craig  Russell  or  Charles  Pierce.  As 
times  and  social  mores,  as  well  as  con¬ 
ventions,  change,  aspects  of  a  gay  sen 
sibility  will  surface  more  and  more  in 
what  is  generally  regarded  as  more 
mainstream  culture.  Forbidden  Broad¬ 
way  is  a  clear  example  of  a  traditional 
gay  sensibility  being  packaged  and 
marketed  to  a  predominantly  straight 
audience.  There  is  nothing  really  to 
complain  about,  since  the  humor  is 
never  turned  against  gay  people.  And 
Forbidden  Broadway  is  fun  and  well 
done,  so  the  producers  at  least  know 
what  to  do  with  the  material.  But  aside 
from  standing  as  a  witty  piece  unto 
itself,  Forbidden  Broadway  shows, 
quite  clearly,  how  much  gay  people 
have  influenced  the  larger  world.
